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Cleveland, Oct 28.— The last mes- 
Mge from the father of Leon Csdl 
loss, the condemned assaesln, has 
• Just been made public. The elder Csol 
g08z was askf d what he had to say 
finally to his unfortunate son. The 
old man's eyes filled with tears as he 
replied deliberately: "Tell Leon that 
I hope that he may rec In peace, that 
ho will become reconciled to God and 
will meet his end bravely. Tell him 
that as much as I and all of our family 
regrel bis most unhappy plight, that 
we can do nothtaf to Interfere; that 
he alone is reoponolble for his unfor 
tonate position and he must meet his 
puniahraent as a consequence." Fur- 
thelr Interview eliiited the informa- 
tion that the purpose of the visit of 
Waldecli Csolgoss to Auburn Is to ar- 
rue* for tho dieposiUon of the body 
•fur the law's maadato has been ca^ 
rfed out. 

The expense of conveying the bodv 
from Auburn to Cleveland is one of 
the conside rations that causes hesi- 
tancy In the announcement of definite 
final arrangements. Paul CzolgoFz, 
the father, stated that there was some 
fear of mutilation or otiier uudesir- 
able occurrence at some liinc or otner 
If the body should be brought to Cleve- 
land Immediately after the electrocu- 
tion. This fear has led lo the consid- 
eration of cremation of the body at 
Buffalo or some other city where a 
crematory is available. Some anony- 
moub communications to t>.e CzclgoKz 
family have mnuticneil 'he fact that 
the body night be valuable r.r a scien- 
tific objeet to niHlical people, and 
would bring a good sum of money, but 
further than mere bints no (h tiuiie of 
fer has been made. It was stated that 
■oeh aa offer would be distasteful to 
the family of the assassin, and would 
not be considered. Fear that the body 
might be stolen if buried in the usual 
manner is also a reason for cremation 
belag favored. 

The Execution. 
Auburn. N. Y., Oct. 28.— The time 
that Leon F. Ciolgoss, aeeassin of 

President McKlnley. has to live Is 
reckoned by hours now, but there has 
be-en no relaxation of the stringent 
rule under which the prisoner has 
been secluded since his confinement. 
Attbnrn prison was closed to any one 
wko sought the assassin, and so it will 
remain until the prisoner has paid the 
penalty which the law exacts. In fact, 
the plan to deprive Czolgosz living of 
any notoriety has been extended to 
deprive Ciolgoss dead of notoriety. 
Immediately after the execution the 
clothing of the murderet-, with the 
vast accumulation of mail that came 
to the prison for him, will be burned, 
and If possible the request of the par- 
ents of the dead for his remains will 
be evaded. It is feared that the re- 
moval of his body to Cleveland would 
lead to scenes of an unfortunate «a 
ture, and the priwon official.-^ a.v very 
anxious to avoid anything of the liind. 
The plan- of burning the eloihing and 
letters of the murderer wlil prevent 
the exhibition of relics by those who 
pander to the morbid". Tht h )ur of 7 
on Tuesday morning is the time set 
by Warden J. Warren Mead for tho 
mtocution. 

Bishop of Dubuque. 
Washington, Oct 28.— Some interest 
has been aroused here by the delay of 
the Catholic church authorltlea at 

Rome In appointing the bishop to take 
charge of the new Sioux City diocese, 
which is to be created out of the old 
Dubuque diocese of the church. The 
prellmlnanr steps were Ulten early 
last winter, and Cardinal MarUnelU 
about last March forwarded to the 
pope the necessary three names con- 
stituting his recommendations for the 
appointment. No word has come from 
Rome since then about the matter. 
Ordinarily the appolatmoat wpuM 
have been announced some ioonths 
ago, and it is surmised the delay is 
due to papers forwarded to Rome op- 
posing certain of the candidates, or 
ebjoeting to dividing the dtocesa. 

Mixed Marriage Invalid. 
Charleston, 8. C, Oct 2«.-The 
eoart of common pleas in Florence 
county, this state, has decided that a 
marriage contracted in this state be- 
tween a white man and a negro wom- 
an in 18«7 was invalid, and that the 
ehUdroB barm of such marriage do not 
Inherit frotf an esUta left to the law- 
ful grandchildren of *sUtrl«. It was 
shown that in 1865 the South Carolina 
legislature passed an act prohlbltlnK 
tha iatormarriage of white and col 
orsd persons, asd reiterated it in the 
aet of IIM. Qadsr the cods of 1I7S 



these two acts were repealed by the 
Republican state government. Under 

the present state constitution Inter- 
marriage between white and colored 
persons is prohibited. 

POWetS POUND GUILTY. 
Jvry Fixed the Pemiit v at Imprlsoa- 

nieiit Kor Life. 
OeorRetown. Ky., Oct. 28. — POT the 
second time a Jury of 12 men gave Ca- 
leb Powers a life sentence in the peni- 
tentiary oa the charge of conspiracy 
to murder William Ooebel. The Jury 
was out just minutes. Powers look- 
ed pale and haggard, but bis face be- 
trayed no unusual emotion when the 
verdict was announced. Judge Sims 
filed a motion for a new trial on the 
ground that all tho jurors were Dem- 
ocrats, but this Judge CantiiU over- 
ruled and pronounced sentence, low- 
ers' attorneys prayed an appeal to the 
court of appeals, and they were given 
until Feb. 1 to file a bill of exceptions. 
Powers was remanded to the Frank- 
fort jail for safe keeping. The Jury 
tool( two ballots, the first one result- 
ing three for a death Bsatoaca and 
nine for a life term. 

Bulgarian Minister's Statement 
Sofia, Oct 28.— Minister of Interior 
Saral<otr, of Bulgaria, made the follow- 
ing statemeat concerning the case of 
Miss Stone: "If I could send my 
troops across the Turkish border I 
would find Miss Stone within two days. 
I have Just received word from the 
commander of our troops that Miss 
Stone is not in Bulgarian territory. 
We have three military cordons mov- 
ing toward the frontier and on the 
frontier itself I have placed a military 
guard. If the l>rigand8 were on our ter- 
ritory, the cordons would certainly 
find them. Ours and the Turkish 
troops are now searching in the Perin 
mountains, where, unlike Bulgaria 
proper, there are no villages and only 
a fe wscattertd houses in the moun- 
tains. If my troops find the brigands 
we will malie short work of them." 



Reindeers and Smallpox. 

Port Townsend Wash.. Oct. 28.— 
Captain Tuttle of the revenue cutter 
Bear from Bering sea reporti> that 
while on the Siberian coast he made 
arrangements for a large number of 
reindeer to be delivered along the 
northeast coast of Siberia next season, 
when they will be picked up and trans 
ported to the reindeer station in Alas- 
ka. Captain Tuttle reports that all 
stations visited by him found the na- 
tives hsd suffered fearful loss from 
the effect of last year's epidemic of 
smallpox. Not mure than half sur- 
vived the scourge. 

Torpedo Boat Lsunched. 

Philadelpoia, Oct 28.— Tha torpedo 
boat destroyer Chauncey was launched 
at noon at Neafie & Levy's shipyards. 
Mrs. Mae Chauncey Stevens Todd 
chritened the vessel. Distinguished 
oflleei^ of tho army and navy and men 
prominent in civil life witnessed the 
ceremony. The Chauncey Is a slstor 
ship of the Hainbridge, launched some 
time ago, and the Barry now being 
built, is 245 feet long and IS foot beam, 
with four cylinder triple tspansion en- 
gines and Thomeycroft boilers. Her 
speed will be about 29 knots. 

Shot From Ambush. 

Hopkinsvllle, Ky., Oct tt. — Special 
Officer Robert Coffey, chief of the 
guards at the Kmpire mines, was kill- 
ed from ambush. He had been lead- 
ing a posse in pursuit of union min- 
ers, who fired on the miners while 
starting to work. Becoming separat- 
ed from the party he was shot In the 
back by unknown persons and fell 
from his horse dead. William Gold- 
worthy, James .Vmlerson. (leorgo 
Philips and three other men, union 
strikers havo been arrested fOr com- 
plicity in the outbreak. 

Leprosy In Denmark. 
Washington. Oct. 28.— United Staies 
Consul Victor S. Nelson at Bergen, 
Norway, has sent a report to tho ma- 
rine hospital service In which he says 
tbat the prevalence of leprosy in Den- 
mark must be imputed to the unclean- 
llness and the grotesque carelessness 
on tha part of tha people. He says 
there are six leprosy patients there, of 
whom four are In Copenhagen. In 
Denmark leprosy does not belong to 
those few diseases which are subject- 
ed to public treatment 

Trains Meet 
Peru, Ind.. Oct. 28 — A westbound 
paasenger train and a fast freight on 
the Wabash railroad met in a heavy 
fog four miles east of Lafhyotto. Both 
engines were badly damaged, but the 
engine crews eecaped injury by Jump- 
ing. The force of the collision crush- 
ed the platforms of the forward pas- 
senger coaches, but, beyond a severe 
Shaking up. no passengers were in- 
jured.

The news from Oeneral Hughes re- 
garding conditions in the island of 
Cebu is encouraging. Lorega has sur- 
rendered with his entire force and 
one cannon and seven rifles, while 
Oeneral Hughes is negotiating for the 
surrender of Maxilot. who styles him- 
aelf "govmnor poHUco>milltar.'' His 
surrender wUI mean tha paclflcatlOB 
of the province. 

Lack of food and the harassing ef- 
fects of the aggressive taictics now 
pursued by the Amorica^ forces are 
having their influence upon the na- 
tives. In many places where rice is 
doled out by the government only 
enough Is given for one meal, so that 
it is hardly possible for any large 
quantity to find its way to the insur- 
gents. It is believed that the recent 
manifestations in the island of Samar 
were chiefly due to the lack of food, 
the Insiirg^nts finding It necessary to 
make outlets to the coast In order to 
obtain this. 

The first labor problem growing out 
of the new tariff baa arisen. A hat 
and umbrella factory, employing 600 
hands, has found it necessary to close. 
The lawyi'rs are making a protest to 
the commission, urging protection, as 
the same goods from Germany can be 
sold at half the price it takes to man- 
ufacture them here. 



Detectives Outwitted. 
Nashville. Oct 28.— A desperate 
man fought his way clear of two city 
detectives here, and after a thrilling 
chase ma(*e good his escape In his 
race for liberty he utilized a two- 
horse wagon team, a horse and buggy 
and a riding horse, all forcibly taken, 
while two dead bloodhounds mark tbe 
trail. Ofllcers believe the man is one 
of the gang that held up the Great 
Northern express near Wagner, Mon., 
last June, hi: attempt to get change 
for a $20 bill of tbe series secured at 
that robbery attracting the attention 
of the police to him. The sheriff with 
a large posse Is out scouring the coun- 
try for the missing man. During the 
chase the man threw away a wallet 
containing |1.040 in |1U and $20 bills 
of the Montana bank. Chief of Police 
Curran now has the money.

One of the events of farewell 
day win be a sham battle in tbe 
esplanade, the opposing forces being 
the regulars stationed at Fort Portar 
and the Indians from the Indian con- 
gress, many of whom have participat- 
ed In actual warfare upon the plains.

Bodies of Three Brothers Found at 
Bottom of • Well. 

Granville, Ills.. .Oct 28.— It Is be 
lieved the three sons of JoseiJius Cas- 
per, who were found dead in a well 
on their fath<'r'8 farm, were murdered 
It was supposed they were suffocated 
by foul gas. The boys were George, 
Edwsrd and Clement Casper, aged re 
spectlvely 22, 14 and 8 yi ars. They 
were at work on ;he wr'll two days 
ago, when tle'ir pnn Ills li ft lidUie to 
attend court at Princeton. They had 
mysteriously disappeared when their 
parents returned. A persistent search 
by neighbors and relatives revealed 
the bodies lyiiu<; in a ghastly heap at 

the foot of the Well. 

When till' liodli^s Were hioufrht to 
the light with grappling hooks, tt was 
found that the youngest boy's neck 
was broken and that an ugly gash was 
cut in George's back. Physicians say 
death was not caused by asphyxiation. 
No clew or possible reason for mur- 
der has been found. 

Msrquis Ito Departs.

formerly prime minister of Japan, sail- 
ed for Uoulogne on the steamer Ryn- 
dam Saturday. The marquis said at 
tbe steamship pier: "I must express 
my thanks to you Americans for the 
kindness and cordiality with which I 
have been received here. .My recep- 
tion was only equalled by the courtesy 
extended to me during my last visit 
here.
